Exira Attornsy Expires at the Hospital
After an Operation.

DEATH DUE TO CONCUSSION OF BRAIN

—

e Mnd Fallen from a Motor Traln
and Serionsly Injured Himself
~Hintory of a Sirnnge
Canes

. 1. Statzell, the Exiva altorney who was
reported to have committed sulelde rocently, |
died shortly before 4 o'clock yesterday morn-
ing at the Woman's Christlan Assoclation
hospital, whers he was tuken for the purpose
of undergolng an operation to relleve com-
pression of the braln caused by an Injury,
A géstioth of the skull was cut away at the
baee of the braln where the trouble was sup-
poned to be located. The dlagnosis proved to
be correct, but the bralp of the Injuced man
was found to be In such a condlition as (o
preclude the possibility of recovery. He aid
not regaln coosclousness after the operation.

Death wag primarily due Lo a sovere con-
cusglon of the brain caused by a fall en the
peanite pavement when Statzell was atepplog
from a motor tealn on the day of his arrival
in the eity, The unfortunate man said noth-
Ing about the fall to Gila friends oor the peo-
ple around the hotel, although he complained
of feellng badly end suffering from severe
palu. While in this condition he took a dose
of laudanum to obtaln relief and was di=cov-
erell ulicorscious, Physiclans finding a two:
ounca phial empty  Jumped to the con-
cluston that he had taken it all at one time
and that his case was hopeless gnd gave him
up for dead, Btzell was restored to seml-
pomsclousness after an  aterval of seveml
days, He then epoke a number of timies
about his fall on the pavement ani
later, when he recoverod B\IIT‘Irln'!ll.I}'
to talk about It, he pgave the de
talls  of the accldent and told how
grentdy he had suffered from the pains in his
head, In the hope of getting relief he Bad
resorted to the use of the anodyne and had
takea it only In small quantities over n
period of two days, Inflammation or conges-
thon of the bra'n followed «and causcd the
alarming condition the man was fn when
first Mecovered.

The body was prepared for burlal and was
taken last evening to the home In Exirn.
Mrs, Statzell was present at the deathbed
of her husband,

Sawyer's School Scheme,

County Superintesdent Sawyer has begun
the work of organizing the teachers of the
counly Into & permanent body for educational
purposes, He has vigited the echoals In each
township and has secured the approval of the
teachers to the gencral plan, which le to
meet on March & In a county convention for
the purpese of effecting permanent organiza-
tlon. The location of thls meéting has not
been fixed, but B will probably be Couneil
Bluffs. At this meeting a permament presi-
dent amd secretary will be elected, who will
serve for al least one year, or perhaps longer.
Maoctings will be held guarterly, the locatlons
to be fixed either by the vote of the conven-
tlon or by order to the executive committee,

The primary purpose 18 to discuss matters
in which all of the educatore of the county
are mutually interested and for professional
development and culture. The secondary ob-
Ject Is to organize the teachers of the county
Into a wtrong central organization that will
epable them to effect any desirable reform in
eounty  educaticnal mattera.

The sceretary will keep
a vorrect list of the teachers attending, show-
Ing thelr work and Interest In educatlional
matters, and this report will be used by the
county superiniendent in determining If the
teachers are entitled to the 6 per ceat.

del, one of the directors, The Jdlspateh
stated that the Councll HlufMs officers had
neked the Chicago pollce to arreat Walls,
and stated that they had traced Dbim to
Chicago,
I'mmediately after Watts got Inle trouble

he fled, leaving hls wite and family in
Neoln. A short time afterwards letlers
were recelved from him at  Denver, In

which he confessed to having appropriated
the bank's money and used it speculating
on the Chicago Board of Trade. Two at-
tempte were made to have him indicted by
the grand jury before It was accomplisheaq,
In both cases this letter wes submitted in
evidence, The first attempt was made at the
November term, 1598, but the young cash-
ler’s friends made a stubborn fight to pre-
vent indictment, Mr, Dilin, who was one
of the number, golng mo far ns (o use a
great deal of perasnal abuse to County At
torney Saunders, It was supposed at that
time that the Mendel party was also favor-
able to the effort that was being made td
sghielll the cashier, but this proved te Le a
mistake. At the May term Inst year the
case was agnin submitted to the grand
Jury and an Indletment was returned. Waits
was supposed at that time to be n Clicago,
although hia wife was still lving with her
parents fn Neoln.

No effort has been made by Watts' family
or friends to repay the half of the lossca
made good by Mendel, and he lns been very
active in the effort to bring the cashier to
Justice. Mende?! was obliged to eall upon his
friends to aeslst him in making up the
amount of the shortage, and the last per
tlon of his obligation ta them was only dis-
charged a few months ago. Watts is well
known in this elty, where he passed many
yeara of hils life, and where bota he aud

these eltles ehall be compelled to submit
the proposition to erect waler works to a
vote of the people before the tax for Its con-
struction shall be levied. Seantor Pusey says
the bill is to prevent citles from levying the
tax and keeping 1t on hand for an Indefinite
time, as they may now.

The Humble Coclkroncoh
His Kinda.

There la doubtlegs many # goo housewife
o thla world who wonders, as she chases
about the kitchen and the pantry. poklog
Into dark pooks und erannles, with her pall
of hot wuter or box of polson, whatever the
Itle pests alled cockroaches are here for,
anyway, and what good they do. These
questions, says the New York Sun, would ba
rather difficull to anewer, for, llke most of
nature's scavimgers—and they, or most of
their varleties at least, have certaialy hoen

such In the past—they have obtruded in
these times of advanced sanitary arrango-
ments and “"modern Improvements,'” where

thelr services might well be dispensed with,
But there lo no (doubt, however much we
may bégrudge the little Insecta a few tloy,
warm crevices m our homos, of A&l odea-
sional burial place In our puddings and
culsine at the summer hotel, that all
recognieed Iaws of priority they nt
least ar much right here as wo have, for
thelr very, very great-grandsires were set-
tlers upon this earth many agea before our
progenitors were even thought of,

In Bible times thelr prosence was [dr
more disagreecably felt than In our own, both
e aceount of the differert and more elov-
enly mode of lving that prevalled among
those peoplea and of the warm climate of
the condtries of which the BRible telin. And
It lg probable, although no Jdistinet mention
Is made of the cockroach in the Seriptures
as among the anlmale of Noah, that 1t was,
mevertheless, In the very vanguard of the
proceesion that so placlidly wended its way
Into the ark. Even the firét of her kind,
the wife of Adam, was unquestiopnably ac-
qualnted with the little six-footed ereatures.
But Eve wag a very happy-go-lucky sgort of

by
havae

hold caree and victuale as she was with
fashion, and 1t & likely that the fact
thelr existence did not welgh heavily apon
Hee mind,

The anliqulty of the cockroach, however, 1=
not reckoned by the thousands of years with
whieh we commonly compute our  vast
gtretches of historie time, but by the milllons

and millions upon milllons.  Ita beginning
talies us back through misty dnd unfabled
ages, past the cpochs of the glgantie

mastodon and the tremendous gloclers that
swept over the northern part of this land, to
digappear beneath a warmer southern sun;
past tho epoch of the huge and horrible
reptiles that wandered over the univergal
marshinmle und bogs, and filtted through (lie
alr with their strange, flapping wings, like
the fiende in Dante's “Inferno!” past the
long period of the luxurlant solitudes of the
carboniforous foresta, when the great forces
of nature were at worh atoring away the rich
heds of coal into which we delve today; past
the time when whales and glant sharks and
sed monsters lashed the waters into foam,
the monarchs of thoe ocean. Thelr origin
carries ug back to the very commenceniont
of things. They were one of the carliest of
the forms of life and the ploneers of inzect
life. As some one has said, they are the
true aristocrats of insects,” the kings of
their kind,

Theo habits of the eocckroach the world over
are mueh the same. Bverywhere they arve
the followers and unwelcome guesls of man.
Like the ravens ol the “north countrie " of
which Dr. Henderson has teld us, "where he
goey they go,” keeping out of his slght by
day—excepting gome South American
varleties—and feasting by night, for which
they were aptly termed by the old naturalists
lucifugae, or “flyers from Hght™ Thelr
diet, however, §s necessarily varled, fromn
thelr wide distribution. The glant roach, as
has been Intlmated, is often carnivorous in
Its tastes, bud taken as p famlly, the eock-
roaches are extromely omnlvorousd. In theso
altitudes thelr menu conslsts of whatever s
best In the larder or the pantry, and they
are particularly partinl, as many can attest,
to glutinous and sugar foods, such as care-
fully prepared pastries and  confections.
Ther cunning s surpassed by no other
fneect, and they are past grand masters in
the children's games of *“‘peck-a-boo’' and
“hide-and-seek," when hunted or purgned by
an enemy. On such ogeaslons, when the
danger 18 past or passing, Instead of keeplng
to or emerging from thele retreats, It Is thelr
custom thoroughly to reconnoitre, with their
gensitive antennne and argus eoyis, ever
ready to digappear at the least alarm. And
If “cornered,’” they will invarlably resort to
“possum.t

Thore are one or two varieties of the cock-
roach thit are quite handgome In appearance,
Lbeing a pale yellow or bistre In eolor, with a
dagh of black or brown. They are denlzens'of
the interlor wilds of Drazil and bordering
countries, and thelr habits are vegetarian, ns
they feed upon the rich and luxuriant Howers
and forest growths,
